_ Then I should be disposed to call in 
question the democratic soundness of our 
State law as to the powers and functions 

of “Selectmen. ‘1 I confess it was a rev- 
elation to me, and not by any means an 
agreeable’ one, to learn that our State 
‘statutes had heen 80 lodsely drawn as to 
allow threé men absolute power to stretch 
before our doors and-through our prin- 
cipal streets a line of , rails and posts and 
wires, which may or may not be noisy, 
dangerous and ugly, but which the citi- 
zens have no right or power to prevent, 
even if they believe them to be the intol- 
erable nuisance which many elsewhere 
have found them tobe. Whatever may 
be the merits or demerits of this trolley- 
wire electric railroad, the important point 
is, should three men have absolute and 
final power to decide such a question, 
and impose their decision upon the 
whole body of “‘freemen,’’ as our citizens 
are somewhat dubiously called. In my 
opinion, the legislature of Massachusetts 
had no thought of any such tremendous 


possibility as has now become an accome 


plished fact, when they conferied these 
powers on the Selectmen of a Massachu- 
setts town. I have a strong suspicion 
that should these powers be challenged 
before 'the courts, they will be pronounced 
unconstitutional. 

But the fundamental question is: Have 
the principles and spirit of 1776 departed 
from Andover, It will be interesting to 
watch for the answer ‘the future is to 


give to that question.

The Electric Railroad and the Law. 


Mr, Editor; In answer to your in- 
quiry, I have only time to:say that, in 
my opinion, the kernel of the great 
wrong done:to the town by the electric 
railroad ‘grant, lies in the fact that ‘the 
highways Were laid out of a proper 
width for carriage roads, and for noth- 
ing more, 80 that there is no possibility 
of putting a railroad upon them with- 
out destroying them as carriage roads. 
They are devoted to. an entirely new 
purpose, to the exclusion of the origi- 
nal purpose. This is done without the 
consént of ‘the abutting property own- 
ers who bought their property with the 
accompanying tight of a free access to 
it. Iti one'of the strongest conceiv- 
able cases of vested rights, which are 
jealously guarded by the law. 

The impossibility ef combining the 
two is specially apparent in this case 
from the fact that our long andssteep 
hiils require very deep water ways’ on 


‘each side of this narrow carriage way, 


and that our increasing population are 


‘demanding broad foot walke on each 


side, inaddition. The carriage way is 
in many places already so narrowed 
that meeting teams can pass only with 
caréful anid todérate driving. 

What hasbeen done by our Select- 
men is, to give up so large a part of 
this catviage way to the railroad that 
carriages and heavy teams can pass a 
car only by driving into the deep ditch. 
This is entirely impracticable for heavy 
teams, and: very unsafe for light car- 
riages, even with a quiet and manage- 
able horse. The: least fright or:skittish- 
ness on the part of the animal must 
restit in ‘a collision with post or trees, 
and a resulting rufiaway, almost as 
dangerous to foot passengers as to the 
occupants of the carriage. 

A highway and a railroad cannot both 
occupy the streets of Andover as they are 
now laid out. A foreign corporation 
has been permitted to take possession 
of the streets to -the exclusion of the 
abuttors who in law are the rightful 
owners of the half of the highway upon 
which their property stands. This is 
the fundamental wrong which has been 
committed, from a legal point of view. 

All this would be true of a simple 
horse railroad. How much greater the 
wrong becomes in case of a road that 
moves its cars without visible motive 


- power, need not be explained to these

The logan! proceedings which are sure 
to follow this monstrous grant may 
take either of two forms. It may be 
held that the~ Selectmen have tran-

_tres into the neighboring country towns 


for the purpose of turning them into 
public parks for the use of communi- 
ties that have never paid a cent for 
their maintenance, to the inconven- 
ience or peri! or exclusion, as the case 
may be, of these who own them in fee 
simple, ‘and are yearly taxed for their 
support, ‘is altogether probable if it be 
not certain. Whether the disregard of 
the manifest intent of, the statute by 
our Selectmen will constitute a per- 
sonal liability for damages, will then be 
the question.” Or, it may be held that 
the statute itself is unconstitutional, 
and opposed to the principles of the 
English common law, as administered 
in our) ‘courts, ‘and recognized in the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights. If 
an adjuining proprietor is prohibited 
from erecting a building that shall 
darken ‘the ancient lights and win- 
dows’’ of his neighbor, surely neither 
the state nor the town officers, have a 


constitutional right to put off, and give’ 


toa foreign party, the ancient road- 
ways, made over his own land, by 
which he goesin and out from his own 
premises.

Street Railway. 


Mr. J. N. Cole: 

Dear Sir.—The effect that the new 
street railway will have upon the town 
of Andover is a question that is diffi- 
cult to answer. Not being a prephet 
nor the son of a prephet the future is 
an unknown quantity to me. Yet the 
probable effect on the town can be 
stated. The Boston & Maine Railroad 
Co. will reduce the fare from Andover 
to Lawrence it may be even lower than 
the street-railway company fare.

Ne doubt the utter abomination of 
an ugly lightning car running full blast 
on old Andover streets on a quiet Sun- 
day’afternoon, and the continual dan- 
ger and annoyance to all ordinary 
traffic both by day and night count 
against the advantages. The store- 
keepers of Andover have nothing to 
fear.as to Lawrence underselling them. 
The fact is; beer is sold in’ Lawrence 
just as it was before the street railway 
was heard of, and all” goods seem 
cheaper and the whole world brighter 
when beer,is in the head. My ownex- 
perience of Andover 1s that with money 
in ‘your hand almost any kind of goods, 
dry or wet, can be bought cheaper here 
than in Lawrence or- Boston, as shop 
rents are lower. Let the electric cars 
run, one must pay te ride on them, and 
the rapid and constant communication 
between the towns will in the near 
future build up many new industries 


and at the same time not injure the’

‘The Escaped Murderer McArthur’ in 
Andover. . 


POLICE SHOOT AT HIM, 


Probably there are’ not many of our 
readers whi have not read or heard of 
the escape of Julius McArthur from the. 
Dover, N. H., jail last, Friday evening, | 
where he was awaiting trial for the mur-. 
der of, Deputy Sheriff Smith, but it will 
be news to many to know that he was in 
Andover last Monday and gave our police 
a lively chase. About 6 o’clock Chief of 
Police Clieever was notified by Geo. W. 
Stover who lives in the Holt District, that 
@ man answering the description: of 
McArthur had called at his place asking 
to ,have a dollar changed, the way to No. 
Readixig, and other questions, ‘Mr. Sto- 
ver having _the account of his es- 
cape and his description in the daily 
papers, thought it was McArthur and 
came directly after Cheever. ‘The Jatter 
with officer W. Li; Frye ‘started in” put- 
suit. They took’ the “North’” 
road aiid when they came in sight of the 
‘Capt. Harry Howard place, they saw the 
man on the doorstep where, it was after- 
wards found out, he was waiting for 
some supper avhich was to consist ‘mainly 
of boiled eggs. 

When the police drove up he evidently 
surmised that they were after him, and 
immediately got up and began to walk 
away. The- chief attempted to get 
around him by asking if some person 
lived there but it did not work, and he 
asked him “to hold on he wanted to see 
him.” The fugitive, who in the mean- 
time had drawn a knife, kept moving 
away and Chief Cheever ordered. him to 
stop and at the same time drew a re- 
volver. The man said ‘‘you can shoot 
me, young man,’’ and started to run for 
the woods. The chief again told him to 


stop or he would shoot; The latter said |” 


“you shoot me, d—n ‘you and I'll shoot 
you.’ The chief fired aiming at his leg 
to disable him:; He stumbled. but. kept 
on running ata furious «speed throngh 
the woods which extends over hundreds 
of acres. Two more shots were fired but 
without effect. The’ fugitive, although 
he was said to be a sick man, had won- 
derful speed and soon ‘distanced his pur- 
suers and was lost to view in the dense 
forest.. There is no question but that it 
was McArthur, as Chief Cheever’s de- 
scription of him tallys with the official 
notification which he has since received: 
It is as follows: Age about 88 years, 
weight about 140 pounds, height about 
five feet, eight or nine inches, rather 
pale, blue eyes, dark brown hair, dark 
sandy mustache, whiskers-same color 
closely cropped, of recent growth or now 
shaven; wore dark pants with slate col- 
ored stripe, short light checked coat, new 
white straw hat No. 7 1-4, and a new pair 
of No.8 congress shoes, imitation. kan- 
garoo. The assistant district attorney 
and Dover officers came heré Wednesday 
and with Chief of Police Cheevér 
searched all the afternoon and evening, 
but without success. He was evidently 
aded for Charlestown,

the man, but having received no official 
notification, and so not certain that he 
was the man, did not do so.

The ride over the rough streets of Scu- 
tari was exhilarating rather than restful 
—my mind being always in doubt as tu 
whether the next moment would find me 
in the carriage or lying in the street 
amongst the dogs. I always wonder— 
when riding in these arabahs—as to the 
probable fate of an American light buggy 
ifit should be exposed to the vicissi- 
tudes of Turkey streets.

hndotes I pets not think so many months 
would pass before you would hear from 
mé through the Townsman. I intended 
to give you my first impressions of this 
wonderful city and my college home, So 
long a.time has passed now that I fear 
you will not have my jirst impressions, 
though what you do get may be more 
accurate, In the spring vacation I should 
have written if it had not beeh for a felon- 
on my left.thumb which engrossed my 
attention. 

When:I arrived in Constantinople from 
Vienna I was very tired and glad to reach 


I should like to take you through some 


or any of the streets of Constantinople, 


‘just for the fun of seeing your eyes open 


as widely as I am sure they would. One 
thing which you would notice would be 
the hamals, or porters. I was told that 
they. carried houses on their backs and, 
although I have yet to see quite that, I 
have known of one carrying an upright 
piano up a long and steep hill without 
once stopping to put itdown, This was 
an exceptional case, I admit, but they 
often carry boxes which almost block the 
narrow streets and whose weight bends 
their bodies to almost a right a angle. One 
sees a most wonderful development of 
muscle in their bare legs. They have a 
custom in the season of Beiram, a festi- 
val which follows the great Turkish fast, 
of carrying between m a tiny egg sus- 
pended on poles, Tie bed and. groan 
under its- weight and thibk it a great 
joke. They are wretched looking men, 
It is scarcely needful for me to speak 
of that interesting element of Turkish 
civilization—the, dog. One sees him 
everywhere and in. all states of preserva- 
tion except the perfectly sound and 
whole. I have yet to see a Constanti- 
nople dog whose face. and manner express 
the frank independence and self-respect 
which is so noticeable in American or 
Continental dogs. Their intellectual and 
moral condition seems pitiably degraded. 
Occasionally one sees a round and woolly 
puppy which in the innocency of its 
youth has not developed the characteris- 
tics of its specios—but it will. They are 
all of a breed which I think is a mixture 
in equal parts of dog, wolf, and hyena. : 
You would be interested, I know, in 
the scores of nationalities one meets in 
the streets. I haven’t yet gotten to rec- 
ognize them all, but they are distin- 


guished in mahy ways—by complexion, | 


cast of features, atyle of dress, ete, 
There are many different military cos- 
tumes, and plenty of them may always 
be seen for the streets are full of soldiers, 
There is no lack of color ina Turkish 
scene, and it has this peculiarity that

Oriental and so the more entrancing. — 


It is useless for me to attempt a word-| 


painting of our beautiful views. ‘I would 
require changeable ‘words; for the color 
and effects are never twice alike. There 
is a charm about the domes and minar- 
éts of the mosques which adds an inde- 


finable grace to the ‘scenery. Seraglio |, 


Point, on which are many of them, in- 
cluding St. Sophia, always affects me like 
a beautifully jewelled piece running out 
into the Marmora. To those, however, 
who like Greece have “felt the crushing 
power of oppression which lies in the 
principles of which the dome and min- 
aret are indices they are not pleasing 
features in the landseape.. The other day 
Lasked a Greek gentleman if he did not 
admire the two snowy minarets of a little 
mosque which étands close by the edge 
of the Bosphorus. “No,” he replied, 
‘minarets are not beautiful to me—they 
sit upon my heart. ‘The palaces of Sul- 
tan and pachas which are scattered along 
both sides of the Bosphorus are very ef- 
fective at a distance, though when one 
examines them and finds their snowy 
whiteness and delicate tracery mean 


stucco and not marble, his appreciation'} 


is likely to diminish. Most of them are 
at the water’s edge, and contrast beauti- 
fully with its intense blue and the back- 
ground of green hills The old towers 
and fortifying walls half way up the Bos- 
phorus are very picturesque and fulrof 
historical interest. They were erected at 
the time Constantinople was captured by 
the Turks in the middle of the 15th cen- 
tury. The zig-zag walls which, on the 
European shore, run from one tower to 
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writing for ‘the’name of the conquerer. 
Tlie towers aré old and weathéerworn and 
most ‘Interestitig’ to visit. T climbed to 
the top of oné of ‘them by tiarrow, worn, 
and ' dirty stone steps, and was rewarded 
t view.
